| lowing Pages, viz, The Diſtemper ftill raging among the CAT- 
| TLE. It has been ſtyled indeed by Authority, A ſore Viſi- 
* tation; is a momentous Affair: a very general Concern ; yet 
7 too generally neglected. The uſual Candidates for Fame and 
? Promotion, ſeeing nothing to graft thereon, have from Time 
. to Time overlook'd it: while other G—tle—n, of large 
Eſtates in Land, either fully employed in preſerving and pur- 


lying the Ge: Or, thro' mere Indolence, remit all Care 
| of 
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of this Matter to their Tenants; who leave it to Chance or Fate; 
perſwading themſclyes, many of them, that it is what pleaſes 
God ; whole Will they neither can, nor ought to refiſt. 


And ſo far theſe laſt are in the Right, that whatever be- 
falls either Man or Beaſt, is not without the divine Permiſſion. 
Yet is not this commonly held to be a ſufficient Argument a- 
gainſt the Study and Practice of Pie; Or, of other human 
Means of Prevention or Deliverance from natural Evil of any 
Kind. And as all Evil, when felt, has ſome Influence on 
the Mind of Man; ſo a ſhort Eſſay concerning the Preſent one, 
which has been too ſenſibly perceived already, and is likely 
to be yet more ſo; will, it is preſumed, be received with 
that Candout which is due to a good Intention, about a Mat- 
ter of Importauce; which Intention, it is further hoped, will 
be ſome Excule, not only for all Slips of the Pen; but alſo, 
for {till greater Deſects of the Author himſelf.

Nor that be Poole t have been wholly unmindtul of 


this Affair; on the . they took an early Step, and, 
ſeemingly, the moſt prudent Method that was poſſible, in em- 
powering, by an Act for the Purpoſe, his M y, with 
the Advice of his P———y C I, to make ſuch Or- 
ders from Time to Time, in Reference to this Diſtemper, as 
he in his Wiſdom ſhon'd fee fit. His M y accordingly, 
no leſs wiſely and graciouſly, after Conſultation had with the 
moſt able and experienced Phyſicians and Surgeons, did pub- 
liſh an Order, containing certain Rules and Directions to be 
obſerved i in this Caſe. 


But, unfortunately, as it has proved, the executive Part 
was left in a great Meaſure to thole who were both Parties 


and Judges; the Objects, as well as the Adminiſtrators of , 


thoſe Rules. This was, not only in the Nature of the Thing 
unavoidable, but, what one might have imagined to be an 
advantageous Circumſtance ; and that Perſons entruſted with 
the Means of their own. Safety, in a Time of imminent Dan- 
ger, would not have been wanting in the Application of them. 
Yet, as the beſt Inſtitutions may be abuſed and perverted to 
almoſt oppoſite Ends, ſo it happened in this; for the G 
M—n, C—M-——rs, &c. took this Matter by the wrong 
Handle; whence it came to paſs, that thro” a falſe Complai- 
ſance and Pity to themſelves and Neighbours, the main Part 
of this finſt Order was almoſt wholly eluded, and ſome others 
interpreted in the worſt Manner; ſo that the Means, by which 
chiefly, the Contagion * probably have been ſlopped und

extinguiſhed, were not only greatly neglefted, but the Boyn- 
ty aſſigned by his M1 for the Uſe of thoſe Mean as: 
the ſole Condition of it, was equilly, in many Places, ob- 
tained, as if the ſame had been exactly and honeſtly perform- 
ed. If this happened, not without the Conni vance and Aid 
of ſome who have been called Patriots, they thereby put the 
Government to an unjuſt and fruitleſs Expence; and in ſo do- 
ing, were plainly inſtrumental in (what they have often laid 
to the Charge of others) fleecing the Public. | 


His M y, who could not long be unapprized of theſe 
colluſive Practices, made it the Care of every ſubſequent Or- 
der, to prevent, as much as in him lay, the like for the Fu- 
ture; at the ſame Time endeayouring, fo far as the Nature 
of Things would admit, to remove every Inconvenience juſt- 
ly complained of, and duly repreſented to him. 


It was ſome Time before a Stop could be put to thoſe ſiniſ- 
ter Evaſions, by which, a Perſon Filling a Beaſt ſuffered to 
languiſh under this Diſtemper till ready to expire, obtained 
the Bounty deſigned for thoſe only who ſhould kill and bury 


their Cattle, ſo ſoon as poſſible, after their being ſeized with 
it. 


But when this Difficulty was got over, tho? the Bounty of 


ten Shillings for burying in the Hide, flaſhed, &c. was not, 
by the Words or Intention of his M 15 given, except 
in the Caſe of thoſe which happened to die, i. e. (in all rea ſo- 
nable Conſtructions) were either found dead before they

were known to be diſtemper'd, or elſe, died while the Own- 
ers were preparing to do it, and before they could poſſibly ex- 
ecute the Orders for killing and burying them. Yet lo truit- 
ful was Fraud, and ſo ſtrong the Propenſity to Miſconſtruc- 
tion in thoſe who were entruſted to make the proper Inquiry, 
and give the neceſſary Certificates, that in many Places, thoſe

and deſiring to obviate the Inconvenience that enſued from it;

were ſigned: had the Sufferers really ſwore to the Contents 
of che ſaid Certificates, they had been guilty of the moſt flag- 
rant Perjury.

| Nevertheleſs, and tho? it was a Caſe of Compaſſion z yet 
becauſe this did not anſwer the chief End of his M -----Y'S Or- 
ders; which was, to put a Stop to, and, if poſſible, to ex- 
tinguiſh this Diſtemper (the Bounty by way. of Relief to the 
Sufferers being but a ſecondary Intention). Therefore his 
M-----y's laſt Order put this Matter beyond all Poſſibility of 
Doubt or Deception, by confining his Bounty to thoſe only, 
who ſhould comply with that principal Part of all his Orders, 
in Killing, &c. within the Time limited. 


And. to the End, that this wholſome Ordinance might

Another Conſequence not only was, but is, that whereas, be- 
fore his M------y's laſt Order of C------ I, tho' he had not been 
able to compaſs a due Obedience: yet the Bounty being ſo 
generally obtain'd (as has been obſerved) for burying in the 
Hides : He was thereby tolerably well adviſed, from Time

For, what tho” a particular Perſon recover the one Half of 
his Cattle (which is a very great Share) yet, beſides the Proba- 
bility, that he might by timely killing Sc. have prevented the 
Diſtemper in more than half) if by not obſerving this princi- 
pal Rule, he is acceflary to the Deſtruction of half his Neigh- 
bour's Cattle; luch, Neighbour is greatly injured by his 
Obltinacy, 'I he Argument is the ſame, between any one 
Parith, or larger Diſtrict, and another. I hus in Fact, through 
Neglect ot his M------y*s Orders, the Contagion has been ſo 


far ſpread and circulated, as by woful Experience is ſeen ; 
and that, humanly ſpeaking, withont any Proſpect of its 
| ceaſing, under a Continuance of the like Neglect. 


But were his M y's Orders, even now, univerſally o- 
beyed; for every one Beaſt killed, in Conſequence thereof ; 
the Diſtemper, not improbably, might be prevented in more 
than one Hundred. And if it ſhould be ſaid, that it might 
have bccn prevented in one Thouſand, or a larger Number, for 
every Beaſt /o killed, it ſecms not at all improbable, 


His M-----y therefore and the P. -t, as the common 
Arbiters in this Caſe, conſulted evidently the Good of the. 
People, not only in general, but in particular. And if ſome 
M---b--rs, in another Capacity, or in their own Caſe, have 


been 
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been ſeen to dev;ate ; 'twas but acting as, ſometimes, good 
Poy ſicians have been known to do, in fatally indulging or 
neglecting them ſeſ ves, contrary, not only to all Rules, but 
to the Evidence of Experience, and ſull Perſwaſion of their 
own Minds. 


Yet, ſay ſome, It is reaſcnable for every Perſon to do what 
he will with his Own. This is only true in a limited Senſe ; 
and in Reference to all others beſides the ſupreme-temporal 
Power. The ſupreme Power, if Neceſſity ſo require, may 
ſe'ze the Goods of any private Per ſon, to the Uſe of the Pub- 
li; mal ing him, if poſſible, a ſufficient Compenſation for 
the ſame. Nor was this equitable Part omitted by his M----y ; 
altho' in a very extraordinary Caſe of great Neceſſity, under 
a critical Conjuncture of the moſt difficult Circumſtances, a 
Rebellion, and a foreign Mar. The Bounty promiſed by - his 
M------y for kullng the Diſtempered, was, in the general at 
leaſt, a Market Price for them. By which is meant, that 
for the greater Part of them, half the Value, ſo far 
as forty Shillings, was as much, if not more than any 
private Perſon in his Senſes, would have given for the ſame,
